The platform and concordat will be 
considered by the Presbyterian gen. 
eral assembly in Cleveland in May 
and by the triennal convention of 
the Episcopal Church in Kansas City 
in 1940.

Stabled Livestock Need Salt Ration 


jnot be denied free access to salt dur- 


ing the months when they are mostly 
confined in stables. The old method 
of providing on open salt supply was 
to place one or two fifty-pound salt 
blocks in the barn yard for use dur. 
ing the daily period outdoors, but a 
more satisfactory solution has been 
provided recently through the intro. 
ductipn of five.pound salt licks. Spec- 
jally designed for individual use in 
stables, these five.pound licks enable 
each animal to have its individual salt 
supply from which it may judge its 
own needs. 

Todized salt licks of the same size 
and mineralized licks, containing sup- 
plementary calcium, phosphorus and 
fodine, afford an equally convenient 
method of ‘counteracting in some mea.

BUTTER FROM RAW 
. MILK STILL LEGAL 


Government dairy officials of the 
Belleville office are this week trying 
to interpret in the new amendments 
to the Federal Dairy Products Act 
any clause which would prohibit the 
making and selling on city markets 
farmers’ butter with milk which has 
not been pasteurized. Considerable 
misunderstanding regarding this ex. 
ists in the district. 

Though new amendments to the 
Act specifically prohibit the selling 
of any milk not pasteurized in mu. 
nicipalites and in certain districts of 
the county in this section which ter. 
ritory is included im the municipality 
of Belleville, nowhere in the Act can it 
be found that the making of farmer's 
butter from raw milk or the sale of 
such ig prohibited. 

“As far as we know, it is perfectly 
legal for farmers to sell their butter 
on open market, even if it is made 
from raw milk. But we are making an 
investigation of the Act as it applies 
to this matter,“ it was stated by the 
office of the Belleville grader Tues. 
day. A ruling, however, is to be asked 
from the Department. 

It was pointed out that butter or- 
dinarily contains no disease of any 
kind, and any germs which might be 
found in raw milk would be rendered 
innocuous through the chemical ac- 
tion of the butter when used for this 
purpose.

SEEDS BIG FACTOR IN 


JUDGING. GRASS SEEDS 
alg a 


With rood 8 
the prodrction of clover and grass 
reeds this year, a number of new ex. 
hibitors are expected to show at the 
Guelph Winter Fair Seed Show, Nov. 
29, 30 and December 1. C. L. S. Pal. 
mer, noted seed expert, gives some 
timely’ advice to prospective exhibit - 
ors on how amall seeds should be pre. 
pared for show purposes,

from the standpoint of freedom from 
weed seeds, particularly those prohib- 
ited and noxious under the Seeds Act. | 
They are also judged on freedom from | 
other crop seeds; eg and 
said Mr. Palm 


it was almost impossible to clean gut 
Dodder, Campion, Chicory, Field Pep. | 
| pergrass, etc. in clovers and timothy 
unless special cleaning machinery was 
used. Certain other crop seeds were 
hard to remove-——white clover and ti. 
mothy in alsike, red clover in alfalfa 
and vice versa. Therefore, seed con. 
taining too large a percentage of 
other crop seeds should not be used 
for exhibition purposes. 

Ge-mination is indicated by colour 
and lustre, Mr. Palmer stated, Size, 
plumpness, uniformity in size and col- 
our, colour and lustre of the seed 
and freedom from inert matter 
(stems, etc.) contribute greatly to 
general appearance. Size, plumpness 
and uniformity of seed are obtained 
and increased by the use of wind and 
screens. 

For show purposes, the screens and 
sieves used/should be over-sized, lar- 
ger than the ones used for commercial 
cleaning. Red clover, alfalfa and 
sweet clover are commercially cleaned 
over a 4 by 24, but the show sample 
can be improved immeasurably by 
cleaning over a screen one size lar. 
ger, 4 by 22. These over.sized screens 
also help to eliminate many more 
weed seeds. 

Seed for show should not contain 
brown seed, either plump or shrunk. o 
en. The one indicates that the seed 
has been weathered during harvest 
and tht other that it lacks maturity 
or has sprouted, Samples containing 
much green seed should not be chosen 
as it indicates immaturity. Most jud. 
ges of alsike and red clover prefer 
the dark purple type of seed. Timothy 
of course, should be silvery in colour 
and contain as little hulled seed as 
possible; alfalfa and sweet clover 
shoud be a honey yellow. 

Dullness in seed indicates it has 
been weathered during harvest, Mr. 
Palmer declared. Consequently, it has 
lost that lustrous shining, vital look. 
Lustre is an indication of vitality. 

While colour of seed cannot be im- 
proved except by eliminating light 
immature seeds, lustre sometimes can 
be brought back bv artificial means, 
such as churning the seed in a churn 
where a piece of velvet has been plac. 
ed over the top with the pile side 
turned in. The seed can also be shined 
by being placed in a long cotton bag 
and tilted from one end to the other 
so that the surface is rubbed against 
the sides of the bag. 

The screens and sieves used for the 
dressing of seeds for commerce are 
Eiven in a bulletin published monthly 
by the Dominion Department of Agri. 
culture, No. 137, New Series. These 
numbers given, such as one.eight. 
eenth riddle and a 24 by 24 wire 
sieve for alsike, a zinc one.twentieth 
or one-twenty.second in diameter and 
a 22 by 22 woven wire sieve for tim. 
othy or a 4 by 24 wire sieve and a 
one.fifteenth of an inch perforated 
zinc sieve for alfalfa, red clover and 
sweet clover are only guides for gen. 
eral use. 

Seed to be cleaned for exhibition 
purposes for best results might be one 
even two sizes larger than the ones 
mentioned. The air blast direction, 
violence of the movement, the length 
and slope of the sieves and the am-

Two of the three Vickers Welles- 
ly bombing planes in which they flew 
roared into Fort Darwin, Australia. 
shortly after noon, having covered ap. 
proximately 7,160 miles in a few min- 
utes over 48 hours for an average 
speed of 149 miles an hour. The third 
landed at Kupang, Timor Island, 
Dutch East Indies, about 6,600 miles 
from Ismailia, due to a fuel short. 
age. It refuelled and took off immed. 


All three eclipsed the previous re. 
cord set by Soviet fliers who flew 
6,306 miles from Moscow to San Ja- 
cinto, Calif. by way of the North 
Pole in July, 1937. And the Soviet 
flight took longer- 62 hours and 17 
minutes. 

The nine.ton bombers equalled the 
record when they flashed across the 
southern tip of the Celebes Islands 
at 6 a.m. Port Darwin time (3.30 p.m. 
E. S. T. Sunday). 

Seven hours and 32 minutes later 
Squadron Leader R. Kellett, pilot 
of the Number 1 plane, and comman- 
der of the flight, and his two compan. 
ions, Flight Lieutenant R. T. Gething 
and Pilot Officer M. L. Gaine, landed 
at Port Darwin. 

The second plane, manned by 
Flight Lieutanants A. N. Combe and 
B. K. Burnett and Sergeant H. B. 
Gray, landed three minutes later, The 
third arrived at 5.10 p.m. (2.40 a.m. 
E. S. T.) 

A. large crowd which had awaited 
their arrival at the airport cheered 


when the smiling fliers climbed from 


their planes. 

The airmen were sunburned and 
their eyes bloodshot, but they were 
little affected other wise by their 
two days and two nights in the air 
over deserts, mountains and seas.

Gram, when cut at a height of four 
or five inches yields a rich protein 
feed high in carotene, source of vita.

Sir Kingsley’s statement was made 
in response to a question by Clement 
Attlee, leader of the Opposition, Who 
asked the minister to make a state. 


ment on the relationship between Im. 
perial Airways and British Airways 
and between the two companies and 
the government. 

Sir Kingsley replied that for some 
time the government has been study- 
ing the creation of a more effective 
instrument for the development of 
empire air communication, He re- 
called that at the beginning of the 
year it had been decided to increase 
the subsidies accorded the two lines 
to $15,000,000, the greatest part of 
which had been devoted to this devel. 
opment. 

“The rapid expansion of the over. 
seas services, coupled with the great 
technical advances which are being 
made in this sphere, moreover, call 
under the present circumstances for 
prolonging of our resources and 
strengthening of our administrative 
and operating organizations to the 
fullest vossible extent,” Sir Kingsley 
said.
